TRIBUTE 

On  May  5,  1998,  MDCC  lost  a  special  teacher  and  a  dear  friend.  Joseph  Robert  Abrams  spent  36 
or  his  40  years  in  the  teaching  profession  here  at  Mississippi  Delta,  where  he  made  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  enhancement  of  arts  education.  He  organized  the  present  college  band  in  1963, 
and  in  1969,  he  organized  the  Trojannaires  or  TJ's  as  they  were  better  known.  This  vocal  jazz/pop 
group  included  singers  and  instrumentalists  who  served  as  a  public  relations  medium  for  the  college. 

Under  his  leadership  as  chairman  of  the  Fine  Arts  Department,  the  department  faculty  grew  from 
one  member  who  taught  several  classes  to  nine  faculty  members  teaching  art,  music,  speech,  and 
drama. 

Throughout  his  life,  "Mr.  A"  was  committed  to  helping  students,  no  matter  how  much  or  how  little 
talent  they  possessed.  Because  of  his  patience  and  dedication,  many  of  his  students  went  on  to 
become  band  directors,  choral  directors,  elementary  music  teachers,  and  Ministers  of  Music  in 
churches.  Mr.  Abrams  will  always  be  remembered  with  love  and  appreciation.  He  made  each  student 
he  taught  and  each  one  of  us  who  knew  him  a  better  person  because  of  his  kind  words  of  encour- 
agement and  his  gentle  spirit.

TRAINING  ACADEMY 

MDCC  is  proud  to  have  a  new  program  on  campus.  The  Law  Enforcement 
Training  Academy  began  operation  during  the  fall  of  1998  and  is  offering 
three  10-week  courses.  All  law  enforcement  personnel  are  required  by  state 
law  to  take  the  10-week  course.  Applications  are  accepted  from  all  areas  of 
the  state,  but  priority  is  given  to  those  from  the  Delta  area.  The  Academy 
is  a  result  of  collaboration  between  the  college  and  40  police  chiefs  from 
across  the  Delta.  The  Academy  provides  training  for  municipalities  and 
counties  at  a  greatly  reduced  cost  and  enables  officers  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  obtaining  instruction  from  college  faculty  members  in  areas  such 
as  physical  education  and  social  sciences. 

Ken  Winter  is  director  of  the  new  Law  Enforcement  Training  Academy. 
Winter  has  23  years  of  experience  in  the  field  and  promotes  a  philosophy 
of  service.  Winter  says,  "We  will  train  officers  for  community  service,  not 
war."  We  are  happy  to  welcome  these  officers  to  our  college  campus.
